..I am an employe of the state welfare 
department and receive my paycheck by 
mail. The check I was to receive in Sep- 
tember was apparently stolen from my 
mailbox. I have contacted the welfare 
office, but it is apparently a lengthy 
process to get a new check issued. My 
electricity has been cut off and I need the 
money desparately. What's the delay? 
Who should I go to? 


Much has happened ilyith regard to this 


problem since the writer first contacted 
"Action Line" some two weeks ago. Her 
check was returned to Austin and had 
apparently been cashed at a local discount 
store by someone who had stolen it. The 
lengthy process to replace that check was 
then begun and, with any luck, a new 
check will be issued sometime during the 
next 10 days. 


State Sen. Ron Glower, after being 


contacted, notified local authorities of the 
writer's 
financial 
problems 
and 


arrangements were made to provide the 
worker with enough money for utilities and 
food. Mrs. Roberta D. Sheets, head of the 
local welfare office, said that local 
agencies stand ready to provide you with 
temporary assistance until the red tape 
has been completed and you receive that 
missing check. 


This is the first such check theft locally 


in some three years, Mrs. Sheets said, but 
the problem is not uncommon across the 
state and the Welfare Department is 
careful in investigating such complaints. 


In order to get a new check, a photostat 


of the cashed check was sent here along 
with several sets of forms which verified 
that the writer had never seen the check. 


Once those were signed, notorized and 


returned, then a new check could be 
issued. 


"Action Line" contacted the writer 


several times during this process, and 
learned that subsequent checks have 
arrived without incident. The post office 
was alerted to the problem also, and is now 
keeping a closer eye on such checks when 
they are delivered. 


Is there a city ordinance that prevents 


someone from blocking or filling in a 
drainage ditch?

: Then, Ware explained, the city is in- 
volved just as any other property owner 
and would take recourse in the courts over 
:the civil matter.

little more decisive than most of 
the state. Most of the state voted

against 
the 
eight 


propositions, although the total 
was about 5-1 in rural areas. 


NAVARRO CAME closer to 


the 
rural 
percentage. The 


judiciary article failed by just 
under 4-1 here, two articles 
failed by over 4-1, four failed by 
margins very close to 5-1, and 
one — the finance article — 
failed by more than 5-1. 


There were 3,288 who voted 


here —22.5 per cent of the 14,565 
eligible and very close to 
County Clerk Clyve Riddels' 
prediction that 3,000 would vote. 


Two precincts on the East 


side of Corsicana voted for all

Corsicana telephone and 


electricity bills will increase 
this month as the result of ac- 
tion taken Tuesday night by the 
Corsicana City Commission. 


But while the commission 


again passed Southwestern 
Bellls 15.8 per cent rate in- 
crease by a three to two vote, 
the Texas Power and Light 
increase was shaved, at TP&L's 
request, from 10.6 per cent to 9.6 
per cent. 


Furthermore, Corsicana's 


staunchest phone company 
critic says he will continue his 
fight against Ma Bell in federal 
court if possible. 


AUGUST WENDORF, who 


asked to speak because of "new 
evidence" concerning the phone 
rates, accused 
the phone 


company of "fraud." 


He added that there is no 


statute of limitations in fraud 
cases and "this is a case for the 
federal grand jury ... and that's 
where I'm taking it." 


Wendorf charged that Bell 


has increased charges within 
the city in violation of its 
operational ordinance and that 
the phone company 
earned 


$1,130,119 locally last year 
above the earnings figure used 
in setting rates. 


According to Wendorf, Bell 


raised his rate from $11.50 to 
$12.25 in February, 1969, 
without city commission ap- 
proval, "and every time since 
then they've added that 75 cents 
to it without any authority from 
me or anybody else." 


Wendorf cited the city's 


agreement with Bell on rates 
and charges, saying that it 
gives the city the authority to 
approve or reject any increases 
desired by the phone company. 


Wendorf also protested the 


company's using $1,218,731 as 
its figure for local earnings 
when it paid taxes of $46,977 on 
its two per cent tax on gross 
receipts. He noted that if this 
figure were two per cent of

gross receipts, the phone 
company earned $2,348,850 last 
year, "an earnings in addition 
of $1,130,119." 


LOCAL BELL MANAGER 


Jim Acker told the commission 
that he felt certain 
this 


discrepancy in earnings figures 
resulted because the figure on 
total earnings includes long 
distance revenues that the 
company cannot legally include 
in local rate structures. 


Acker 
also 
challenged 


Wendorf's charges that 60 days 
had passed since he brought his 
billing discrepancy to Acker's 
attention without any action 
being taken on the matter. 


Acker said that he has asked 


for a complete record on 
Wendorf's billing and that once 
he gets it, he hopes to straighten 


out the problem. 


Wendorf also questioned 


Bell's property appraisals, 
saying that the phone company 
uses "two sets of figures," one 
for setting rates and another for 
paying taxes. 


This question prompted City 


Commissioner Wayne Norris te 
ask that Acker check to see 
when the last appraisal was 
made, adding that if ad- 
justments were needed they 
should be made.

Norris' comment that he sees 


no reasons why Bell's ap- 
praisals shouldn't be equitable 
with other tax payers, promp- 
ted Mayor Sue Youngblood to 
say "I don't imagine Bell's 
alone in not being rendered for 
the correct amount." 


THE COMMISSION split 


along the same lines as at the 


_0ct. 21 meeting when the rate 
hike was initially passed. Mrs. 
Youngblood and Comm. R.A. 
Armistead voted against the 
increase while Norris and 
fellow commissioners H.R. 
Stroube Jr. and Jim Lightfoot 
voted "aye" to carry the 
motion. 


The voting was marked by 


Armistead's silence on the issue 
and the corresponding lack of 
Stroube's charges that the rate

Also on the utility rate in- 


crease front, the commission 
voted unanimously to lower the 
Texas Power and Light rate 
increase from the 10.6 per cent 
figure approved in July to 9.6 
per cent.

Derrick Club may open, 
Mark I to remain closed 


The Holiday Inn's Derrick 


Club is open again today, but 
the future of the Mark I Supper' 
Club is not nearly so bright. 


The Corsicana 
City Com- 


mission voted 3-2 Tuesday night 
to approve the reopening of The 
Derrick 
Club, 
but 
was 


unanimous in its opposition to 
the Mark I. 


This morning Mark I property 


owner Charles D. Nelson said he 
has not decided whether to take 
the closing of the club any 
further than the city com- 
mission, but that he is planning 
to talk to a lawyer in Dallas to 
investigate possible avenues. 


Nelson estimated that he has 


spent 
about 
$2,500 
in 


renovations to the Mark I 
building at 3007 W. 7th since the 
club was first opened and 
subsequently closed. 


BOTH THE MARK I and The 


Derrick were closed following a 
reinterpretation of a 1971 city 
zoning ordinances which per- 
mits private clubs in general 
retail areas with specific use 
permits, but not in industrial 
(The 
Derrick) or commercial 


(Mark I) areas. Both clubs were 
seeking general retail status. 


Commissioner Jim Lightfoot, 


who made the motions to ap- 
prove The Derrick and reject 
the Mark I, said the two cases 
were a study in opposites that 
there had been no opposition to 
the Holiday Inn Club but that 
there had been no neighborhood 
support for the Mark I. 


Nelson, who saidJhisi morning 
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he sees the city's action as 
"kind of discriminating," told 
the commission Tuesday that 
most of. the objections raised 
against the club had been un- 
founded. 


"At first it was a question of 


food service," he said, "but that 
was 
found 
not 
be 
a 


requirement." 


He then noted that the ob- 


jection that it was "across the 
street from the college" was 
unfounded because the club is 
600-700 feet away. 


Furthermore, Nelson said, 


the objection that 
a 
club 


couldn't exist within 500 feet of a 
church turned out to be a mis- 
statement of the state law 
requiring clearance of only 300 
feet. 


HE ALSO REPORTED that 


he was making efforts to brick 
the walls of the building to 
eliminate the noise problem 
several of the neighbors have 
complained about. 


But the city sided with the 


Mark I's neighbors, 31 of whom 
had signed a petition outlining 
their opposition to the club. 


According to the petition, the 


Mark I would lower property 
values, attract the wrong type 
of people, continue to cause 
trouble, create a noise problem 
with its live bands and be a 
general burden to the police 
department. 


Tom Lucas, 3004 Lynn Ave., 


who lives behind the club, said 
while he has "not personally 
suffered any damage or abuse" 
from the club, the issue is not a 
personal issue in any sense. 


HE 
ARGUED THAT the 


commission was being asked to 
place a value on the home, the H 
importance of family unit and i:_nftp 
the threat a private club would «4"«» 
present to the homes in the 
neighborhood. 


W. D. Harris, 3000 Lynn, 


reminded the 
commissioners 


that while the matter may not 
be'moral or legal, it was most 
definitely political and that they 
would have to answer politically 
to a constituency that has kept 


most of the county dry. 


Because the Mark I's request 


had been turned down by the 
Planning and 
Zoning Com- 


mission, a three-fourths vote of 
the commission was needed to 
allow the club. But all voted 
against this measure. 


In other zoning matters, the

Lebanon 


Paycheck truce 
eases tensions 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - 


War-weary Lebanese emerged 
from their homes despite some 
sniper fire today to take advan- 
tage of a "paycheck truce" in 
Beirut's 
Moslem-Christian 


street war. 


Traffic built up downtown. 


Security forces joined gunmen 
of both sides in tearing down 
roadblocks and supervising the 
withdrawal of mortars and re- 
coilless rifles. But few expected 
the cease-fire — now in its 
third day — to last. 


The Lebanese central bank 


opened for the first time in a 
month. Within two hours it paid 
out $15 million in government 
payrolls and transfers to other 
banks. 


Other banks were scheduled 


to open Thursday. 


Government ministries re- 


sumed 
work 
with 
skeleton 


staffs, 
but 
many 
workers 


stayed home to see if the cease- 
fire lasted. Many shops also re- 
mained closed, and there was 
no word of schools reopening. 


The street fighters on both 


sides were still being paid by 
their civilian employes even 
though 
they 
have 
missed 


months of work in the once- 
thriving banks, tourist hotels 
and other commercial estab- 
lishments. It was widely be- 
lieved that the fighting would 
resume once the gunmen col- 
lected their pay, bought food 
for their families and repl- 
enished their ammunition. 


Palestinian guerrillas called 


it a "paycheck truce." 


Premier Rashid Karami ap- 


pealed for all workers, mer- 
chants and bankers to return to 
work early today. 


"What I fear most is that 


some of you have become used 
to a life of laziness," he said in 
broadcast Tuesday. 


Interior 
Minister 
Camille 


Chamoun sent in an estimated 
300 army troops to bolster con- 
fidence 
that 
the 
cease-fire 


would hold. The troops were 
placed under police command 
as an apparent compromise be- 
tween Chamoun, a Christian 
who has long urged army inter- 
vention to halt the bloodshed, 
and Karami, a Moslem who re- 
fused to call in troops because 
most of their officers are Chris- 
tians. 


The troops were on mixed pa- 


trols with paramilitary security 
forces. 


Karami called together a 


coordination committee of se- 
curity force commanders, poli- 
ticians and leaders of the Pale- 
stinian guerrillas to arrange 
more guarantees for the cease- 
fire.

made a start at cleaning up. 
University students wearing 
gauze masks began picking up

Four close associates of Bang- 
ladesh's murdered President 
Mujibur Rahman were reported 
today to have been killed in a 
jail massacre that apparently

nation's army. 


In Bangkok, a key military 


officer who fled Bangladesh in 
the midst of the upset said new 
military strongmen were hold- 
ing President Khondaker Mush- 
taque Ahmed a virtual prisoner 
and would not allow him to fly 
out of the country. 


Radio Bangladesh announced 


the deaths in Dacca of former 
Vice President Nazrul Islam, 
former Prime Ministers Man- 
soor Ali and Tajuddin Ahmed 
and former Home Minister 
A.H.M. Kamaruzzam. 


Once among the most pow- 


erful men in Bangladesh, they' 
were 
jailed 
on 
corruption 


charges after Sheik Mujib was 
overthrown and killed last Aug. 
15. 


Reports reaching New Delhi 


did not specify when the kill- 
ings occurred nor who was re- 
sponsible. They said news of 
the killings spread 
through 


Dacca on Monday as prelimi- 
nary negotiations were under 
way to head off a confrontation 
between the feuding army offi- 
cers and apparently aggravated 
the situation. 


were sending similar aid. 


More than 6,500 people have 


been killed in communal war- 
fare between Lebanon's Chris- 
tian and Moslem communities 
since April. Property damage 
is estimated at $4.5 billion, and 
Beirut's once prosperous econo- 
my is wrecked. 


The civil war is the out- 


growth of a political agreement 
in 1943, when the Christians 
were in the majority, which 
gave them the upper hand in 
the government and also helped 
them to get control of the econ- 
omy. Now the Moslems out- 
number the Christians and 
want Moslem dominance. 


The Christians also demand 


an end to the • freedom from 
government control which the 
Palestinian guerrillas and the 
Palestinian refugees in their 
camps enjoy. The Christians 
fear that if guerrilla operations 
against Israel continue, the Is- 
raelis will invade Lebanon.

wide grant," he said. 


Then deMilliano briefly ex- 


plained how the current six- 
year program of grants from 
HOTCOG and the Department 
of 
Housing 
and

Development will operate. He 
also said he thought a joint 
grant could be successful. 


Freestone County Sheriff J.R. 


Sessions Jr. told the meeting of 
the need for a 24-hour-a-day 
dispatcher at his office and a 
series of direct phone lines to all 
county towns. He estimated the 
cost of the phone lines at around 
$5,000 and the salaries of the 
dispatchers to be slightly over 
$19,000. 


J.F. GRAND of the Fairfield 


Fire Department talked on the 
need for better fire protection 


for rural grass, forest and house 


fires. "We especially need 
larger fire trucks for'house fires 
in smaller towns and rural 
areas," he said. 


Grand said he estimated the 


cost of a large pumper to be 
around $37,000 and a small 
truck to be around $18,800. Five 
or six trucks could be utilized, 
he said. 


In addition, Grand said a 


building for each truck would 
cost about $3,500 to construct, if 
one was needed, and con- 
nections to rural water systems 


to allow the trucks to refill with 
water would cost about $3,000.

deMilliano suggested that a 
county planning committee be 
organized as soon as possible. 
So the applications could be 
ready by January of 1976. 


County Judge Sam Carroll 


said he and the county com- 
missioners would have the 
county committee in operations 
very soon.
